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It is plain that Chief Victoria bas had 
enough of retreating and mountain 
fighting. He is in Mexico, and is anx- 
jousto surrender to Mexicoin such a 
way that he will not be delivered to the 
authorities of this country. Mexico, 
however, will not cheat the gallows in 
that way. The old murderer is getting

The October Reunion. 

Notwithstanding the preponderance 
and pressure of local political discussion, 
we are pleased to observe that our peo- 
ple have not lost s:ght of the importance 
of the great reunion between the citizen 
soldiery of the north and south which is 
to take place in Atlanta in October next, 
under the auspices of the Gate City 
Guard. We are‘glad to perceive, also, 
that the citizens of Atlanta—our mer- 
chants and business men, as well as the 
representative men of all classes—mani- 
fest an eagerness to identify themselves 
with the success of the movement, and 
thatthey are anxious to contribute in 
every possible way to the welcome which 
the representative city of the south will 
extend to the soldiers of the two sections, 
who are to meet here in fraternal re- 
union. 

It is almost 
gerate the importance of _ this 
reunion. Its influence will ex- 
tend "to every state of the union, and 
will be felt long after those who partici- 
pate init shall have passed away.

each other in a great war, and, with re- 
spect to its effect in exorcising the spirit 
of sectionalism, which unhappily con- 
tinues to be an influential element in po- 
litical discussion, the reunion will bave a 
national significance. The fact that it is 
to be held on the eve of a national elec- 
tion, and at the end of a campaign in 
which the sectional argument has been 
used with more or less effect, is not with- 
out its importance. 

It is peculiarly appropriate that this 
reunion, whichis the first step toward real 
fraternization and national harmony 
taken since the war should occur in At- 
lanta, -which was itself the scene, and, 
for a season, the centre of the most 
devastating struggle of the war; 
it is peculiarly appropriate that the 
cracker city, representing the progress, 
the enterprise and the intentions of the 
new-south, should be identified with a 
movement which promises so much in 
the future. On the battlefields around

three is known in advance, and while the 
organs will make various claims, there is 
no reason to believe that the insight into 
the presidential race will be made any 
clearer. 

The first election of 
is Arkansas’, which occurs next 
Monday, the 6th instant. The 
democratic candidate for governor, 
Mr. T. J. Churchill, is opposed by a 
greenbacker, who left a federal office to 
make the race, and who has, of course, 
the support of all the republicans in the 
state. The fusion scheme will not work 
any better in Arkansas than it did in 
Alabama. There is in fact no real oppo- 
sition party in Arkansas. There would 
be no republican organization at all, if it 
were nota good thing toa. few men to 
maintain one for the purpose of securing 
federal patronage and swindling national 
committees. The white vote of the state 
largely exceeds the vote of the colored 
people, and it is very likely 
Governor Miller’s majority in 
1878 will hold good this’ year. 
It was in the neighborhood of 90,000. 
This will, of course, lead to another 
senseless howl from the organs; butasthey 
have engaged to shake the bloody shirt 
until November, it matters little 
what excuse they have for their discredi- 
table effort. 

In Arkansas, the people are a good 
deal divided over a proposed constitu- 
tional amendment, forbidding the pay- 
ment. of certain bonds: issued for the 
construction of railroads and _ levees. 
These bonds are a part of the state’s unfor- 
tunate reconstruction period, and there is 
a strong sentiment in favor of 
wiping them out by a_ constitu- 
tional prohibition directed alike 
against the principal and interest. Sen- 
ator Garland is opposed to the adoption 
of the proposed amendment, but tlie 
probability is that his views will not be 
sanctioned by a majority of the men who 
go to the polls next Monday. 

Vermont votes on the following day. 

Each ticket will poll a party vote, 
and this fact, of course, determines the 
election; for, out of cbout 80,000 votes, 
the democrats do not generally poll 
over . 30,000. Such a disproportion 
of strength makes any real contest jm- 
possible, and the democrats of Vermont 
should not be greatly blamed if they 
sometimes let elections go by default. 
On Monday, the 13th inst., Maine will 
wind up the September state elections. 
In this state Governor Davis is the repub- 
lican and General Plaisted the fusion 
nominee for gevernor. There is also a 
prohibition candidate; Mr. Josh Nye. 
Maine was formerly depended upon by 
the republicans to the extent of 
from fifteen thousand to cigh- 
teen thousand majority. Down to 
the time that the greenback wave swept 
over the state, the republicans could 
almost without effort secure a majority 
of 15,000. The greenback vote of the 
state in 1878 was 41,371, and in 1879 it 
went up to 47,950. Last year the repub- 
licans lacked about one thousand votes 
of a majority over ailof the opposition 
when combined. This led tothe famous 
Davis-Garcelon struggle of last winter. 
The fusion nominee for goyernor is a 
well known and popular citizen of 
republican antecedents, and_ the 
fusion this year of the democrats 
and greenbackers is said to be complete; 
and yet we have no confidence in a fu- 
sion victory in a presidential year. The 
state is really republican in sentiment, 
and if the republicans do not regain their 
own in Maine, they are indeed weak 
throughout the country, and their cause 
isshopeless. Mr. Blaine and a host of his 
associates are working like beavers, and 
they claim a clear majority of 10,000. If 
they get it, it will indicate no 
real gain—on the other hand it will dis- 
close a considerabie loss from the vote of 
four years ago, when Mr. Hayes had a 
majority of 16,000. 

A constitutional amendment will be 
voted on in the coming Maine election, 
providing that a plurality may elect. 
After the struggle of last winter, with all 
its attendant risks and dangers, there is 
very little doubt of the ratification of 
thisamendment. If adopted it will ap- 
ply to the election of Monday week, and 
if so the prohibition vote will not be an 
important element in the contest. 
Tosum up, Arkansas will go demo- 
cratic by her usual heavy majority, Ver- 
mont will go republican by a correspond- 
ingly heavy majority, and Maine will, as 
her voters return to the old parties, go as 


she went for twenty years before 1878, but 
by a majority reduced at least forty per 
cent.
